Format Futures. ... by Chris Cuomo 


Although it may seem early, I am going to make my predictions as to what will happen with 
each of the formats listed in the AM LOG in the 1990s. The percentage indicates the predicted 
gain or loss over the current number of stations with that format. 


AC - Adult Contemporary - As the Baby Boomers age over the next decade, I think this format 
will grow. People are getting tired of heavy metal and Top 40 and should be tuning in here. 
Prediction: +5% 


AOR - Album Rock - This format's listening audience of mostly high school and college 
students are not listening to AM. Prediction: -24% A recent offspring of AOR is Classic Rock, 
which is ‘60's and '70's AOR, unlike true AOR which is mostly modern. Classic Rock stations 
will not play modern AOR as it is often described as “headbanging heavy metal’. By 1999, 
much of this Classic Rock will be thirty years old and its audience will probably be listening to 
something else. 


B:/UC - Urban Contemporary - Because of this format's wide diversity, look for it to expand 
greatly in the ‘90's. Conceivably, three "B:" stations could exist in the same market if one plays 
R&B, another plays current should hits, and a third plays rap. Prediction: +10% 


BB/MYL/NOS - Big Bands - This format is probably on its last legs. No new music of the 
format is being made and it has shown almost no ability to attract new listeners. By the end of 
the decade this music will be perhaps too old. Prediction: -50% 


CLA - Classical - It has been a surprise success on AM so far. Watch for this to continue. The 
idea of none of those infernal pledge breaks will attract people. Prediction: +75% 


C&W - Country - In the ‘70's, the ‘50's were the good old days. Now it's the 60s. If the trend 
continues, the '70's will be the ‘90's' good old days, which is good news for C&W as it became 
very popular in the mid ‘70's. There is already a glut of C&W stations so I don't think this 
format will grow that much. Prediction: +3% 


CHR - Top 40 - Many people are getting tired of today's Top 40, with all its heavy metal and 
shabby remakes. Don't look for much to change in ten years. Prediction: -8% 


EZL - Easy Listening - This format should increase as the Baby Boomers age. On the other 
hand, many listeners are turned off by the large numbers of watered-down versions of Top 40 
records being played as EZL. I don't think this will hurt the format much though. Prediction: 
+5% 


ETH/S: - Ethnic - With increasing Hispanic immigration and this format's wide diversity, it 
will go through the roof in the '90's. Prediction: +85% 


GOS/REL - Religious - There are already too many REL stations. Some cities have seven or 
more. Some are going to have to go. Prediction: -10% 


JAZ - Jazz - Jazz is showing increased popularity with young people and in my opinion sounds 
very good on AM. Prediction: +40% 


NWS/TLK - News and Talk - As one of the few formats that AM has and FM doesn't, this 
format will have to grow in the ‘90's. Prediction: +90% 


OLD- Oldies - This format is constantly changing. Ten years ago, a lot of '50's music was being 
played. Now there is hardly any. The same thing will probably happen to '60's music in the 
‘90's. Satellite feeds are cheap and will probably make up for the loss of audience that I expect 
will happen. Prediction: -3% 


VAR - Variety - It's perfect for small towns. It will grow and further clutter the band in the 
process. Prediction: +18% 


Newcomers - Because these new formats’ small numbers of stations, percentages can not be of 
much value here. 


Sports - Definitely the best of the new formats. Being so diverse, more than one can survive 
in a city. Perhaps one can cover professional sports, a second can cover college sports, and a 
third cover high school sports. 


NewAge - An interesting blend of jazz, easy listening, and a touch of classical. Its heavy use of 
synthesizers can attract younger listeners. I've heard it and I like it. This music is not to be 
confused with progressize rock which is also known as New Wave, and New Age, and punk 
rock, which has not appeared on AM, yet. (Fortunately - CC) 


BRN - Business News - Another great idea. It does have a small audience, but has the 
advantage of no competition from FM. 


Children's Programming - This has shown no success so far in numerous attempts. I don't 
expect any miracles for the format now either. The audience of children, ages seven to twelve 
is just too small to cater to. KPAL - North Little Rock's luck will probably run out soon. 


Travelers Information - At first I thought this stood no chance but in reconsidering it, it just 
might. Don't expect this to replace the TIS, though. 


Elvis Radio - Elvis made a lot of songs during his career, about 900, but this is still not enough 
to start a format on when you consider many are B-sides, studio outtakes and rejects, and 
holiday music. A lot of hype was made about Beatles-Radio "KBTL" a few years back, but it's 
gone now. WCVG and its Elvis Radio impersonators will go the same way. 


Inspirational /Self-Motivation - I'm not too sure that radio can really play doctor. I feel this is 
another flash in the pan. 


This is my look at the future of the formats. Keep this list handy when the '90's start.

KCKO(AM) AT SPOKANE, WA, ORDERED TO SHOW CAUSE 
WHY ITS LICENSE SHOULD NOT BE REVOKED 


The Commission has ordered Great American Radio Corp., licensee of 
KCKO(AM) at Spokane, WA, to show cause why the station's license should not 
be revoked. 


On May 13, 1985, KCKO received Commission permission to remain silent 
until August 15, 1985. After that date, attempts by FCC's Field Operations 
Bureau and the Mass Media Bureau to contact the licensee were unsuccessful. 
These attempts, together with attempted monitoring of the station that re- 
vealed it was not operating, indicated that the station had been abandoned. 
In addition, a visit to the transmitter site revealed no evidence of a radio 
transmitter building or antenna towers. Great American has neither re- 
quested further FCC permission to remain off the air nor turned in its 
license, in violation of Commission rules. 


Consequently, the Commission ordered Great American to appear at @ 
revocation hearing to determine: 1) whether Great American has violated 
Commission rules; and 2) if it posesses the requisite qualifications to be 
or remain the licensee of KCKO. 


' If the hearing record does not warrant an Order revoking the station's 
license, an Order for forfeiture of up to $20,000 for willful and repeated 
violation of the Commission's rules may be issued.

Easthampton 
AM station 
in doubt

The chances that Easthampton will get its own 
radio station are up in the air right now, as an 18- 
month construction permit that was granted for an 
AM Station in that town is about to expire. 

The permit, granted to Edward F. Perry, Jr. of 
Kingston in September, 1987, would have allowed a 
2,500 watt, daytime-only station to go on the air at 
1140 AM. But because Perry has been granted a 
construction permit for another station in Amherst 
at 100.9 FM, it is likely that he will now have to sell 
the Easthampton frequency. 

Perry began applying for the Amherst frequen- 
cy back in 1972. He was granted a construction 
permit for the station several times, but the station 
never signed on the air because the proceedings 
have been continually challenged in court by Ted 
Peane, owner of WTTT-AM in Amherst. Peane has 
been interested in acquiring his own FM station in 
Amherst. Although the FCC has no definite rule 
against multiple ownership of radio stations in a 
particutar locale, it prefers diversified ownership. 
One of the things the FCC took into consideration 
when it awarded Perry the Amherst license was the 
fact that he did not at that time own any other 
Stations in this area. 

Perry says he is going to file for a six-month 
extension of the Easthampton license next week. If 
he gets it, he said he will attempt to sell the station 
to someone who he feels can make it work. If his 
request for an extension is denied, the station will 
not go on the air because the FCC has put a hold 
on granting licenses for daytime AM stations. 

Perry says that he would love to sell the 
Easthampton frequency to someone from the Five 
College community who would turn it into a 
Noncommercial station. He envisions it as being a 
Sort of “bulletin board” of the air for the college 
community, carrying listings of upcoming events 
and programs of interest to the colleges 

“Here's an opportunity to take radio back to 
what! think the FCC intended it to be back in 1934, 
which is an educational medium,” Perry said. “It 
would be a lot tougher nowadays for a new AM 
station, that broadcasts only during the day, to 
make money and establish a niche in the 
community. Therefore, ’d like to see the Five 
College community pool their assets and get the 
equivalent of a huge information system without 
having to wire anything up.” 

Perry heads up a consulting firm called FM 
Associates, based in Duxbury. The firm helps find 
frequencies for new radio stations, and also 
assists new stations to get on the air once they are 
granted frequencies. Perry has previously owned 
radio stations in Vernon, Conn. and Webster, Mass. 
He currently owns two stations, WATD-AM&FM in 
Marshfield, Mass., although he is planning to sel! 
the AM soon. 

Perry attended Amherst College for three years. 
He was in the class of 1963, but left prematurely at 
the end of 1962. He then took radio and television 
Courses at Boston University and Emerson College 
in Boston. His ties to this area are strong, as his 
father, grandfather, and cousin all attended 

Amherst College, and his sister currently attends 
Northfield Mount Hermon School.

At the beginning of 1989, Radio 
station WLND in Cortland joined 
the already increasing number of 
stations dedicated to broadcast- 
ing Christian music and ministry. 

Albert Zippay, manager and 
part owner of the station, believes 
there is a need for more Christian 
radio programmi 

“Christian radio in the old days 
meant ministry efter ministry,” 
said Zippay. “Now we are broad- 
casting contemporary Christian 
music most of the day.” He said 
there are currently three ministry 
programs on Sundays, 

Zippay is not a newcomer to 
radio programming. 

A native of Hermitage, Pa, he 
was with WFAR Radio in Farrell, 
Pa, and for the past four years he 
has been part owner of WKTX- 
FM, a Christian station in Mercer, 


Pa 

“We've had good response to 
our new programming,” said Zip- 
pay. Some of this response has 
come in immediate form with 
contests and prizes for callers 
while other encouragement has 
come from toca! churches and ad- 
vertisers. 

“Christian listeners have more 
of a tendency to go to the adver- 
tiser and say they heard their 
commercial, or to ask one of their 
favorite businesses why the 
not sponsors,” said Zippay. As far 
as he knows, no sponsors have 
canceled from WLND's former 
country music format. 

Programming includes news 
from the USA network as well as 
the contemporary Christian 
sound in music. On Sunday the 
station plays mostly ethnic music 
with an emphasis on Italian and 
Greek programs, 

“There seems to be a resurg- 
ance of listeners interested in eth-

nic Programs, kind of going back 
to their roots,” Zappay asserts. 

On Saturdays station WLND, 
found at 830 on the dial, plays two 
hours of Southern Gospel, the Pat 
Boone Show, and from 4 to 6 pm. 
it broadcasts Christian rock mu- 


me. 

From 4 to 6 p.m. on Fridays the 
programming includes John Riv- 
ers’ top 20 countdown of gospel 
music favorites, 

Though Zippay spoke of even- 
tually carrying some local events, 
it may prove difficult since the 
1,000 watt station enables it to 
broadcast in 16 counties in Ohio 
and Pennsylvania. 

“We are heard as far west as 
Cleveland and as far east as 
Erie," Zappay said, 

To the person who is not famil- 
iar with contemporary Christian 
broadcasting, “it sounds much 
like secular music only the words 
are different,” Zappay explains. 

Marketing studies show that 
the age range of listeners is be- 
tween 25 and 54. Zippay added 
that through his association with 
WKTX, he has been found that as 
Many men as women listen to 
Christian broadcasting. 

“We choose our songs from the 
national charts, local Christian 
bookstores and requests,” he said. 
“The station currently has a li- 
brary of 900 songs on both re- 
cords and tapes.” 

Programming varies at other 
Christian stations such as WGFT 
in Youngstown, WHLO in Akron, 
and WTOF in Canton. At the 
present time WLND is the newest. 
and is strictly a daytime station, 
broadcasting from 7:45 a.m, to 6 


pm. 
“We hope to be on until 10 or 11 
.m. by July,” Zippay said. 
jwned by the Trumbull Broad- 
casting Corporation, WLND’s 
transmitter is located on Phillips 
Rice Road in Mecca.

FCC ORDERS WRPZ(AM), PARIS, KY, TO SHOW WHY 


ITS LICENSE SHOULD NOT BE REVOKED 


The Commission has ordered Mega Broadcasting Corp., licensee of 
WRPZ(AM), Paris, KY, to show why its license should not be revoked, at a 
hearing to be held at a time and location specified in a subsequent Order. 


The Mass Media Bureau received es complaint alleging that WRPZ(AM) had 
been off the air since October 11, 1987. The Field Operations Bureau (FOB) 
investigated and was told by John Bush, a co-owner of the licensee, that the 
station had ceased operation by the end of November 1987. After the FOB 
personnel monitored the station and confirmed that it was non-operational, 
a letter of inquiry was sent to the licensee seeking to ascertain whether it 
intended to regume operation. The letter, dated June 17, 1988, was returned 


stamped: "Return To Sender. No Forwarding Order on File." Thus, it 
appears, that WPRZ(AM) has not resumed operation since at least November 
1987. 


Furthermore, the licensee has neither requested FCC permission to 
remain off the air nor turned in its license, which are violations of 
Commission's rules. 


In addition, the FCC ordered that if it is determined that the hearing 
record does not warrant revoking WRPZ(AM)'s license, the Commission will 
determine whether an order for $20,000 forfeiture will he issued against 
Mega Broadcasting Corp.
